The Wisdom of Making Nature Fight 
the Insect Foes. 


Scien tists are n ow realizin g that the 
abun d an ce of in sect jiests which the 
farmer of to-d ay has to battle with is 
d ue largely, if n ot en tirely, to the up­ 
settin g of n ature’s laws. 
Before man placed the wood s an d 
prairies 
un d er cultivation , excessive 
in crea.se of an y in sect 
species 
was 
perhaps un kn own , or, at most, very 
rare. 
Nature has always provid ed forces 
which operate again st each other, as 
it were, an d with in sects, as with 
other creatures, a balan ce between the 
n umbers of d ifferen t species has been 
main tain ed . 
Mod ern 
method s of fai’iuin g have 
often d ecreased the n atural en emies 
of in jurious 
in sects, says Golein an ’s 
Rural World , an d in other cases have 
afford ed con d ition s favorin g the rapid 
multiplication of in sects n ot formerly 
presen t in d an gerous n umbers.

Mr. Ku ehler, who resides at 2218 
Nortli Market street, tohl

Post- 
Dispatch reporter Monday that the 
instru ction of Ju dge Sale to the ef­ 
fect that a person did not have to 
wait u ntil a weapon was drawn u pon 
him before firing in his own defense, 
a mere threatening motion l)eiiig su f­ 
ficient cau se for firing u pon a .su p­ 
posed enemy, had great weight in 
helping the ju ry to reach its verdict. 
Faiiu rc of the slate to introdu c(‘ 
“Don” Killian, the victim of the as­ 
sau lt charged against Thomas B. Me- 
Gratii. which was coiiicifhmt with the 
killing, and tiie same failu re to pro­ 
du ce Harry Nelson, an eye-witness 
of the shooting, were other points 
wljicli Mr. Ku ehler said produ ced ef- 
f<*cts on the ju rymen’s 
minds 
lu - 
vora])le to Williams. 
These things, taken with flic dou bts 
cast u pon the credibility of certain 
witnesses left the ju ry nothing to do. 
said Mr. Ku eliler, bu t to obev tlu ' 
law. as interpreted to that Imdy Init 
to free Wiiliams so long as tiiey were 
not fu lly convinced of his gu ilt.

ju ryman said that the verdict had 
been reached in a perfectly legilimate 
and fair spirit, every scintilla of evi­

“For one, I have no o])joction to 
stating exactly how we arrived at the 
verdict,” said Ku ehler, “bu t I am 
bou nd fiot to discu ss ou r manner* of 
arriving at conclu sions, owing to the 
agreement that was made not to talk 
of these •deliberations after the com­ 
pletion of the trial.” 
John W. Mu ll, foreman of the ju ry, 
who is the bookkeeper for the St. 
Lou is Paper Co., told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that tho decision to avidd 
taikiiig of the (lelil)erations in the 
ju ry room had been made at the very 
ou tset of their consideration of the 
testimony.

Stales even as far west 
as W ashington, Oregon and Califor­ 
nia owe much of their development 
to this fact. 
In Iowa the numerous 
interurban lines are largely a result 
of the use of Chicago capital.
